The financial position of the 
City and its surrounding districts 
are in a remarka.bly strong condi¬ 
tion as compared with other 
parts of the Province. Sales of 
property and tax collection.s, rev¬ 
enue from rente and other sourc¬ 
es have exceeded other years and 
expectations. 

The ■ debenture debt of Uie 
City which some years ago 
amounted to approximately $500,- 
000, has now been reduced to 
$150,000 if we allow for the $38,- 
000 special trust savings account 
and unsold debentures which the 
City is taking up itself. 

A larger reduction would 
have been made in the City’s in¬ 
debtedness but for the construc¬ 
tion of a new up-to-date Com¬ 
munity Hospital shared in by the 
surrounding Muinldipal (Distiiicibs 
and for the large new Skating 
Arena completed this last win¬ 
ter. Tourist visitors have been 
loud in praise of the beautiful 
Memorial Park on which a great 
deal of work has been spent. 


It contains the Cross of Sac¬ 
rifice in memory of those from 
Wetaskiwin who fell in the Great 
War and only the other day a 
beautiful memorial set in a rock 
garden was unveiled in the pres¬ 
ence of His Honour the Lieut- 
Governor and His Honour Judge 
J. W. Howay of the Historic Sites 
and Monuments Board. 

From an Industrial point of 
view six large capacity grain 
elevators are kept busy and the 
MacEachern Milling Company’s 
plant supplies the finest grade 
flour to points far and near. Two 
large creameries handle the pro¬ 
ducts of the dairy herds in the 
district, while the stock market 
in hogs and cattle is noted for 
the high quality of the animals 
passing through it from Wetaski¬ 
win.
